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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The election/restriction requirements from Paper Number's 7 and 9 are withdrawn 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species based on the 
composition of the gas generant (i.e. Applicant must elect one of the specific guanidine or 
tetrazole fuel, the metal of the basic metal nitrate, the binder, the slag forming agent, the 
combustion improving agent, the other oxidizing agent and the desired form of the molded 
article) to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable.
